—With many 
af its leading politicians and journai- 
ists in jail and with the streets pa- 
trolled by cavalry, the city of San 
Juan, eaupital of the province of the 
Sule hame, the scene of an old- 
time political feud, reminiscent of the 
éarly tumultous history of Argentina 
when political ascendancy was 
by the best armed pariy. ‘The feud 
which had been boiling several 
months berween the two factions was 
responsible for the assassination last 
Sunday of Governor Jones. 

Jones was leader of the radical par- 
ty in the province und a supporter of 
the administration of President Yric- 
ven. The federal government immedi- 
ately took a hand to control the dis- 
orderly situation, sending the military 
to calm the excited people and to 
naintain the authority of Luis Co- 
lombo, president of the supreme court, 
assumed the provincial LSovern- 
orship. Colombo also was fired on 
by the assassins who brought about 
ihe governor's death, but received 
only slight injuries. 

Immediately upon 
lombo began the arrest 
the opposing faction, 
sons suspected of instigating 
erime. Meanwhile, Juan Estrella, 
president of the provincial senate who 
had been absent from the city, re- 
turned and issued a decree proclaim- 
ing himself previncial governor. Ile 
was promptly seized and thrown into 
‘ail. Three men, alleged to be the 
actual assassins, were arrested yes- 
terday. ‘They are said to have con- 
fessed, implicating several politicians.

The Question Box. , 


Question: Can you tell me what 
the compulsory education law is in 
Georgia, and how it can be en- 
forced’ Also, how many months 
during the year is it compulsory 
for a child to attend school, and 
up to what age is the parent re- 
quired to send a ebild tO school ? 
What is the penalty for not com- 
plying with this law’ Does this 
law apply. in the rural districts 
as well as in the cities? 

(A): Every parent, 
guardian or other person having 
charge and contro] of a child be- 
tween the ages of eight and four- 
teen years, not exempted or ex- 
cused hereinafter mentioned, 
shall cause said child to be en- 
rolled in and to attend continu- 
ously for six months of each year 
u publie school of the district, c?ty 
or town in which the child re- 
sides, beginning at the beginning 
of the first term of said school in 
the year. Such attendance at a 
public school is not required where 
the child attends for the same pe- 
riod some other school giving in- 
structions in the ordinary branch- 
es of English education, or has 
completed the 7th grade of school 
work, as prescribed by the State 
Board of Kducation; or where for 
good reasons the board ot educa- 
tion of the county, city or town in 
which the child resides excuses tem- 
porarily the child from such at- 
tendance, taking into consideration 
the seasons for agricultural labor 
and need for such labor, exercising 
their discretion as to the time for 
which children in farming districts 
shall be excused. ‘Temporary ab- 
sence of any child enrvlled as a 
pupil may be excused by the prin- 
cipal or teacher in charge of the 
school, because of bad weather, 
sickness, death in the child’s fam- 
ily or other reasonable cause. This 
law went into effect January 4, 
1920, and applies everywhere 
throughout the state. 

(B): Any parent, guardian or 
other person having charge and 
control of a child between the ages 

- aforesaid wilfully failing to comply 
with these requirements is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed ten dollars for the 
first offense, and twenty dollars for 
each subsequent offense; said fines 
to include all costs. The courts 
may, in its discretion, suspend en- 
forcement of the punishment if the 
child be immediately placed in at- 
tendance at a school as mentioned, 
and may finally remit a fine if such 
attendance continues regularly tor 
the number of months hereinbefore 
mentioned. Written notice of the 
charge, with the name of the child 
to which it refers, must be served 
on the accused person at least ten 
days before prosecution. Prosecu- 
tion may be prevented by persons 
not previously convicted of viola- 
tion of this act by giving, at any 
time before such prosecution is in- 
stituted, a bond in the penal sum of 
$50.00, payable to the ordinary of 
the county, with security to be ap- 
proved by such ordinary, and con- 
ditioned upon such person faithb- 
fully complying with the require- 
ments of this law. Each day’s will- 
ful failure on the part of parent, 
guardian or other person in control 
of such child to cause the child to 
attend a school shall constitute a 
separate offense after the- expira- 
tion of ten days from such notice 
being served.

Amendments Read. 
The following amendments to the

place of meeting, shall preside over 
it and in every way endeavor to pro- 
mote the work in her district. She 
shall prepare a report of the district 
ineeting for the annual state conven- 
tion. Said report to be read by her 
or some member of her district ap- 
pointed by her. District reports shall 


be confined strictly to work acconn- | 
plished, and shall be published in the | 


minutes of each state convention. 


“Sec. 4. Each chapter may send 
an unlimited number of delegates to 
the annual conference of each dis- 
trict. Voting shall be by chapters.” 

It is also proposed to amend the 
by-laws by changing article 2, sec- 
tion 2, so that the section will read: 
‘The first vice president shall as- 
sist the president, and in her absence, 
the ranking vice president shall dis- 
charge the duties of that office. She 
shall also be chairman of the _ pro- 
gram committee. The second vice 
president shall be the eustodian of 
the official badge and shal furnish 
necessary requisition blanks upon the 
request from the chapter presidents. 

The third vice president shall be 
appealed to in all matters pertaining 
to the Children of the Confederacy ; 
she shall relieve the state director of 
the Children of the Confederacy as 
much as possible.

Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 


enact a congressional declaration of 
peace,

Washitgton, November 27.—The 
continuing “association of nations” 
which, according to reports, President 
Harding has foreseen as a possible 
outcome of the armament conference 
would be “the old league of nations 
under another name,” Senator Bo- 
rah, republican, Idaho, declared in a 
statement issued tonight. 

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
reconcilables” in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
mmaintained throughout that fight a 
position of unalterable opposition to 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for ‘this reason was found 
in the ranks of those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations, Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of 
peace. 

The “association of nations” refer- 


red to in Mr. Borah’s statement was 
described in official circles as a “con- 
tinuing conference” at which the na- 
tions might meet periodically to dis- 
cuss international subjects. Such a 
conference was said to be regarded 
by Mr. Harding as a possible result 
of the armament conference. ‘The 
president was said to have already 
discussed his thought with members 
of several delegations and to have 
received assurances that. they regard- 
ed such development as a possibility. 
As a first step toward realization 
of the idea, it was said, nations not 
represented at the present conference 
might be invited to indorse the con- 
clusions reached here. 
Text of Statement. 

Senator Borah’s statement foliows: 

“The proposed association of na- 
tions has not yet been reduced tu 
form nor yet defined. But from what 
one can gather here and there it is 
the old league of nations under an- 
other name. It will be engaged in 
precisely the same kind of work and 
caving the sathe kind of things that 
were proposed by the league. It is 
not what you call it but what it 
is that counts. 

“Fundamentally and in the prac- 
tical workings of the association of 
nations it will not differ from the 
league of nations. I see no reason

Senator Says That Had 
Written Constitution as 
Check on Diplomats, 
Anyway. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washitigton, November 27.—The 
continuing “association of nations” 
which, according to reports, President 
Harding has foreseen as a_ possible 
outeome of the armament conference 
would be “‘the old league of nations 
under another name,’ Senator Bo- 
rah, republican, Idaho, declared in a 
statement issued tonight. 

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
reconcilables” in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
maintained throughout that fight a 
position of unalterable opposition to 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for this reason was found 
in the ranks pf those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations. Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of 
peace, 

The “association of nations” refer- 
red to in Mr. Borah’s statement was 
described in official circles as a “‘con- 
tinuing conference” at which the na- 
tions might meet periodically to dis- 


| Sune international subjects. Such a 


conference was said to be regarded 
by Mr. Harding as a possible result 
of the armament conference. The 
president was said to have already 
discussed his thought with members 
of several delegutions and to have 
recetved assurances that they regard- 
ed such development as a possibility. 
As a first step toward realization 
of the idea, it was said, nations not 
represented at the present conference 
might be invited to indorse the con 
clusions reached here. 
Text of Statement. 

Senator Borah’s statement foliows: 

“The proposed association of na- 
tions has not yet been reduced tu 
form nor yet defined. But from what 
one can gather here and there it is 
the old league of nations under an- 
other name. It will be engaged ‘in 
precisely the same kind of work and 
Gving the same kind of things that 
were proposed by the league. It is 
not what you call it but what it 
is that counts. 

“Fundamentally and in the praec- 
tical workings of the association of 
nations it will not differ from the 
league of nations. I see no reason 
therefore why the forty-three nations 
which have signed the leagne should

Washington, November 27.—(By 
the Associated Press.)\—With the 
question of land armaments definitely 
thrust into the background by the 
developments of the last week, the 
conference on limitation of armament 
will enter its third week tomorrow 
with another stride toward agreement 
on naval limitations foreshadowed.

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
maintained throughout that fight a 
position of unalterable opposition te 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for this reason.was found 
in the ranks pf those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations. Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of

statement issued tonight. 

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
reconcilables” in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
maintained throughout that fight a 
position of unalterable opposition to 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for this reason was found 
in the ranks pf those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations. Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of 
peace. | 

The “association of nations” refer- 
red to in Mr. Borah’s statement was 
described in official circles as a “con- 
tinuing conference” at which the na- 
tions might meet periodically to dis- 
cuss international subjects. Such a 
conference was said to be regarded 
by Mr. Harding as a possible result 
of the armament conference. ‘The 
president was said to have already 
discussed his thought with members 
of several delegations and to have 
received assurances that they regard- 
ed such development as a possibility. 
As a first step toward realization 
of the idea, it was said, nations not 
represented at the present conference 
might be invited to indorse the con- 


clusions reached here. 
Text of Statement. 

Senator Borah’s statement foliows: 

“The proposed association of- na-, 
tions has not yet been reduced tu 
form nor yet defined. But from what 
one can gather here and there it is 
the old league of nations under an- 
other name. It be engaged in 
precisely the same kind of work and 
Cuing the same kind of things that 
were proposed by the league. It is 
not what you call it but what it 
is that’ counts. 

“Fundamentally and in the prac- 
tical workings of the association of 
nations it not differ from the 
league of nations. no reason 
therefore why the forty-three nations 
which bave signed the leagne should

statement issued tonight. 

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
reconcilables” in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
maintained throughout that fight a. 
position of unalterable opposition to 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for this reason was found 
in the ranks of those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations. Sena- 
tor Borah voted for the Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of 
peace. 

The “association of nations” refer- 
red to in Mr. Borah’s statement was 
described in official circles as a “con- 
tinuing conference’ at which the na- 
tions might meet periodically to dis- 
cuss international subjects. Such a 
conference was said to be regarded 
by Mr. Harding as a possible result 
of the The

Washitugton, November 27.—The 
continuing “association of nations” 
which, according to reports, President 
Hlarding has foreseen as a _ possible 
outcome of the armument conference 
would be “the old league of nations 
under another name,” Senator Bo- 
rah, republican, Idaho, declared in a 
statement issued tonight. 

Senator Borah was one of the “ir- 
reconcilables” in the senate who op- 
posed the league of nations as com- 
prised in the treaty of Versailles. He 
maintained throughout that fight a 
position of unalterable opposition to 
the league, with or without reserva- 
tions, and for this reason was found 
in the ranks of those voting against 
the various Lodge reservations. Nena- 
tor Borah voted for the -Knox reso- 
lution, the purpose of which was to 
repeal the joint war resolutions and 
enact a congressional declaration of 
peace. 

The “association of nations” refer- 
red to in Mr. Borah’s statement was 
described in official circles as a “‘con- 
tinuing conference” at which the na- 
tions might meet periodically to dis- 
cuss international subjects. Such a 
conference was said to be regarded 
by Mr. Harding as a possible result 
of the armament The 
president said to have already 
discussed his thought with members 
of several delegations and to have 
received assurances that they regard- 
ed such development as a possibility. 
As a first step toward realization 
of the idea, it was said, nations not 
represented at the present conference 
might be invited to indorse the con- 
clusions reached here.

n Richmond, the news of which had spread 
in musical circles, was a recommendation 
by several of my closest advisers that 1 
attempt to obtain a contract with the 
Metropolitan Opera company.

I took the advice. A few weeks later ! 
sat with about twenty other aspirants, men 
and women of all ages, on the bare stage 
of the Metropolitan Opera House. The 
body of the house was covered with huge 
dust cloths, to keep its chairs immaculate]; 
clean for the smart gowns that made it 
radiant at night. Very few lights were lit, 
and the scene was singularly ghostly. 

One by one the candidates arose to sing. 
Some had marked weaknesses of technique 
or lack of power or finesse in their voices, 
but for the most part the material seemed 
remarkably good. it seemed to me that if 
J were a director I would try to find some- 
thing for all of them, for I could not help 
but peer behind the eurtain of the brave 
show they were making and behold there 
the trials and sacrifices, the work and 
hopes that mark the path of every earnest 
disciple of Song. 

But Gatti was more practical. He was 
listening for what his opera company need- 
ed aud the human equation amonnted to 
nothing in the conclusions that he whis- 
pered to the shorthand empress who sat 
next to him.

1 
sang “the Voice” in Parsifal—sang it fro™ 
the heavenly heights of some forty feet, 
balanced on some tenuous seaffo!ding in 
the wings! I could not see the conductor, 
so the beat of his baton was relayed to me 
height.”

I was strangely calm and confident as 
I waited in the dressing room for my eall. 
The overture had started and wondrous 
strains of Rimsky-Korsakuv’s music fleat- 
ed back through the closed curtain and the 
wings. My dressers were hecoming more 
and more nervous. They k»ew it was my 
debut and were nervous for me. I siniled 
quietly at them. ‘They were astonished at 
my lack of nervousness. 

“What!” exclaimed one, an old woman 
wio had seen many, many delbuis in her 
day, “you have no fear, no trembling?’ 

“No,” I answered simply, surprised that 
they should expect it.

7a HE handling, cutting and loading and 
transportation of the giant cypress 
logs was 2 problem I could not solve un- 
til I saw it in actual process. Early one 
morning we went to a section of the 
swamp where logging was being done— 
of course, we went on a train; there was 
no other way to go—and saw the im- 
mense trunks of the cypress being hurled 
about and handled with seemingly as 
great ease as if they were toothpicks. 

First a branch line of the Hebbard 
company’s railroad is run. tothe scene 
of activity and a big steam engine called a 
“skidder,” is placed at the end of the 
trackage. Wor six or seven hundred feet 
into the cypress forest steel cables ra- 
diate from a towering cypress to other 
big trees, each one serving its time as 
& means for running a pulley equipped 
with steel hooks, while the other 
lines “guys” to prevent slack- 
ness. 

Workmen then proceed into the swamp 
and begin felling timber, which for sev- 
eral months past has been “girdled” with 
a cut ring so that the wood will become 
sufficiently light to float on the water. 
They cut only the trees that have at- 
tained a diameter at the bottom of, from 
about two feet to the largest trees, which 
vrow to be as large as six or seven feet 
thick and even larger in some instances. 

The giants of the virgin forest crash 
to earth with a groan and a terrific up- 
heaval of muck and spray. The cutters, 
working on an average of Waist deep in 
mud, trim them, and they are ready for 
loading. 

At this point the cable stretched, 
the hooks are sunk into the light wood, 
the signal is given, the big steam engine 
pants and conquers, and the monarch of 
the forest, which for ages untold has 
looked down upon the teeming wild life 
of the swamp, is swung high into the 
air and crashes through the path cleared 
to the waiting flatcars. 

The same engine that piles the logs 
at the side of the train, provides power 
for the second hook that is fastened to 
the wood, and like a helpless giant, the 
great tree, stripped of its glory and 
weighing many tons, is hoisted into the 
air and thrown almost carelessly upon 
the trucks below. 

I was told that the average c 
of logs was fifty cars per day, or 
300 logs, as each car can Carry an aver- 
uge of sfx of the great timbers. The 
chief weakness of the cypress-lies in the 
fact that a large per cent of the logs are 
rotted completely at heart and do not 
make the best lumber, for which latter 
there is a wide use, the principle prod- 
uct being framework for furniture.
